nor, A. B. Cummins. There wero 
three names placed before the .con- 
vention, those of the governor, George 
B. Perkins and £. W. R^thbua. The 
ballot resulted as follows: Cummins, 
9oJ; Perkins, (J03; Rathbua, 101. The 
anticipated "row" In the convention 
did not materialize. Cummins, as lie 
had claimed nil alons, conti oiled a 
majority of the delegates. His friends 
were dominant in the majority of the 
district caucuses, and consequent!) 
controlled not only tho committee on 
credentials, but secured the adoption 
of the platform they submitted to tho 
committee on . resolution's. 
Tho ac- 


tion of the state ceatral committee, 
putting 88 of the contesting Perkins 
delegates on the temporary rollcall, 
was not sustained by the committee 
on credentials, which reported In fa-

only 13 of them. 


After Governor Cummins was 
re- 


nominated a committee was appoint- 
ed to escort him to the platform. He 
made a speech in which he said the 
thing nearest his heart was the Re- 
publican party.
